French Aviator, First to Cros 


English Channel, Tells of 
Every Sensation; Is 
Lost in Midair. 


LATHAM WEEPSIN CALAIS 


His Watchman Fails to Awaken 
Him Until Rival Has Made 
Start, Then Weather 

BZBieats Him. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO @RIBUND.) 

DOVER, England, July .- This sleep 
seaport: town experienced its keenest thrill 
for a generation when at sunrise this morn- 
ing a white winged birdlike machine with 
loudly humming motor swept out from the 
hase obscuring the sea toward the distant 
French coast, and, circling twice above the 
high chalky cliffs of Dever, alighed on Eng- 
Ash goil. 


A calm human seagull, a Frenchman, Louis 


Bleriot, a portly and red mustached man, 
descended from the saddle, limping on a 
bandaged foot, which had deen burned on 
his previous overland flight. Immediately 
two compatriots, who had been Waving a 
big tricolor flag as a signa) for the landing 
place, fell upon him enthusiastically, em- 
bracing him, shouting, and pounding him 
on the back. They with a few soldiers and 
others who happened by chance to be an 
the scene were the only persons to witness 
the finish of a most remarkable feat. 

Bleriot, who speaks a little English, de- 
scribed his remarkable flight in a modest 
way, although he was enthusiastically happy 
over his success. 


Success Is More than Prize. 

“Tt is more important to be the first to 
cross the channel by aeroplane than to have 
won a prise of 65.000, he said. “ But I am 
giad I have won it. I am more than happy 
to have crossed the channel. At first I 
promised my wife I would not make the 
attempt. Then I determined that if one falied 
I would be the first to come, and here I am. 

At 2:30 this morning I arose at Calais and 
at 3 o’clock I departed, with my friend 
Leblanc, in a motor car to Baraques. On 
our way we noticed the weather was favor- 
able. Wetherefore ordered the torpedo boat 
destroyer Escopette, which had been placed 
at our disposal by our government, to start. 
At 3:30 we went to the garage and examined 
the aeroplane, which is my eleventh. We 
started the engine and found it worked weil. 
All was ready for the start. 

“At 4 o’clock I took my seat and made a 
trial flight of a quarter of an hour around 
Calais and its environs. My circuits totaled 
about nine and one-half miles, I descended 
upon the spot on the chf from which 
tended to start. Here I waited for thé sun to 
come out, as the conditions of the prise re- 
quired that I should iy between sunrise and 
sunset. 

At 4:80 Gaylight had cotne. Leblanc en- 
dea vored to see the coast of England, but 
could not. A light breesze from the south- 
west was beginning to blow. The air was 
clear. Everything was prepared. 


Wears Three Suits of Clothes. 

“I was dressed, as at this moment, in a 
khaki jacket lined with wool, for warmth, 
over my tweed clothes, and beneath my engt- 
neer’s suit of blue cotton overalls, my close 
fitting cap fastened over my head and ears. 

T had neither eaten nor drunk anything. 
My sole thought was of the flight, and of my 
determination to accomplish it this morning. 

At 4:35 the signal is given, and in an in- 
stant I am in the air, my engine making 1,200 
revolutions, almost its highest speed, in order 
that I may get quickly over the telegraph 
wires along the edge of the cliff. As soon as 
Iam over the cliff I reduce my speed. There 
now is no need to force my engine. I begin 
my flight, steady and sure, toward the coast 
of England. I ha ve no apprehensions, no sen- 
stations, pas du tout. 

“ Escopette has ‘seen me. She te drawing 
ahead at full speed. She makes perhaps 
twenty-six miles an hour. What matters? 1 
am making at least forty-two and one-half 
miles. Rapidly I overtake her, traveling at 
the height of 250 feet. 

“The moment is supreme, yet I surprise 
myself by feeling no exultation. 

Below me is the sea, its surface disturbed 
by wind, which now is freshening. The mo: 
tion of the waves beneath me is not pleasant. 
I drive on. 


“I Am Lost in Midair!“ 

“Ten minutes have gone. I have passed 
the destroyer and I turn my head to see 
whether I am proceeding in the right direc- 
tion. 

“I am amased. There is nothing to be 
seen, neither destroyer nor France nor Eng- 
land. 

Jam alone. I can see nothing at all. For 
ten minutes I ar. lost. It is a strange posi- 
tion, to be alone, unguided, without a com- 
pass, in the air over the middle of the chan- 
nel, 

“T touch nothing. My hands and feet rest 
lightly on levers. I let the aeroplane take its 
own course. I care not whither it goes. 

For ten minutes I continue, neither rising 
nor falling nor turning, and then, twenty 
minutes after I have left the French coast, I 
see the green cliffs of Dover, the castle, and 
away to the west the spot where I intend to 
land, 

Wat can I do? It is evident the wind has 
taken me out of my course. I am almost west 
of Margaret's bay and am going in the direc- 
tion of the Goodwin sands. Now it is time to 
attend to steering. 

“I press a lever with my foot and turn 
Sally toward the west, reversing the direc- 
tion in which I have been traveling. 


Wind Besets Him with Danger. 

„Now, indeed, I am in difficulties, for the 
wind here by the cliffs is much stronger and 
my speed is reduced aa I fight against it, yet 
my beautiful aeroplane responds. Still 
steadily I fly westward, hoping to cross the 
harbor and reach Shakspeare cliffs. Again 
the wind blows. I see the opening in the 
cliffs. é 

„ Alt hougn I am confident that I can con- 
tinue for an hour and a half, and that I 
might, indeed, return to Calais, 1 cannot re- 
sist the opportunity to make my landing upon 
this green spot. Once more I turn my aero- 
plane and, describing a half circle, I enter 
the opening and find myself again over ary 
land,

Denies He Acted ‘as the Graft Agent 
for Inspector. 7 


More stories of graft alleged to have been 
collected for Inspector McCann, who volun- 
tarily asked to be relieved of his office Sat- 
urday pending the outcome of the ten grand 
jury indictments for alleged taking of bribés 
and malfeasance in’ office, were heard yes- 
terday in the west side levee district. 

As each of the new stories reflecting upon 
him, rehearsed by keepers of resorts. and 
their friends, came to the: ears of McCann, 
he only smiled and preserved the calm man- 
ner with which he has met every charge 
concerning his levying of tribute on the 
owners of the dens of vice in the Desplaines 
street police district. Let them go as far 
as they like; maybe they'll hang themselves,“ 
said the accused police official. 

Louis Frank, who.told the grand jury that 
he collected monthly dues from the keepers 
of resorts and turned the money over to 
McCann, displayed unusual eagerness to tell 
ali he knew about the alleged collection of 
graft money. Charley Genker, “ Monkey 
Charley.“ who is scheduled to tell all he 
knows of graft conditions on the west side 
to the grand jury today, was also loud in 
his denunciation of McCann, who, he said, 
„ held up every one on the levee.” 


„Mike de Pike“ Denies All. 
Mike Heitler, known as Mike de Pike,” 
is also due for a line of questioning before 


of the levee during the day. 

„ Rnow nothing,” he told a reporter for 
Tun Tuis unn. To tell you the truth, I 
don’t even know McCann except by sight. 
I never talked with him.“ 

„ Louis Frank’s assertion that you were 
one of the inspector's collectors is false, is 
it?’ he was asked. 

„ don’t know why. Frank should say 
that. I never collected a cent from any one. 
I had nothing to do with any places. No, I 
never Knew that any of the resort owners 
had to pay for protection. I knqw a few 
ot the women of the district, but I never 
talked with any of them concerning protec- 
tion money and I was never told that it had 
to be paid to McCann or any other officer. 
I just attend to my own business. 

J don't know what Frank knows; I don't

Frank asserted that Heitler was one of 
McCann’s right hand men and said he had 
seen the two riding in the district in an auto- 
mobile together. 

I've nothing to hold back,“ Frank said. 
“This man McCann wouldn’t let any one 
live in the district without paying tribute 
if he was connected in any way with a re- 
sort. Not only did ‘ Mike de Pike’ collect 
for him but so did Peter Cohen and Louis 
Marks and his brother Ike, and a lot of bad 
women and worse men went to the station 
and settled with McCann in person. I tell 
you every one had to pay. If I am lying I 
hope that I neyer see my four children again 
and that I die in my tracks. . 

“If these women were not afraid of their 
lives they would tell stories that would raise 
the hair of decent citizens of Chicago on end. 
They are afraid because they know the po- 
lice hate a ‘ squealer,’ and they fear the next 
inspector on the job will put all who talk 
out of business. 

“Even now there is a deal being framed 


+ up to try to show that none of the money 


that I collected ever got to McCann. Let 
them try to show it. I know what I am talk- 
ing about and McCann is going to be drowned, 
drowned: by the evidence that we will have 
against him. 

He took tribute in too many ways. Why, 
I didn’t receive in person all the money that 
I turned over to McCann.

At that the. assistant state’s attorney 
made a move with his fist as if he was going 
to strike me and I said nothing more until 
we got to the Criminal Court building. I 
have been tired of this whole business a long 
time and was perfectly willing to tell what I 
knew. —— . 

Why did I consent to be a go- between for 
McCann? Well, I'll tell you. Four or five 
years ago I used to run little poker games 
in the back of my saloon and when 1 heard 
that McCann wanted me to collect I consent- 
ed because I wanted to be in right with the 
police. Yes, l.thought that I might-be given 
permission to have games here agaln. Nut 
I never got a thing; not one thing. He made 
me account for every cent that was coming 
from the people that I collected from. He 
kept every name and address. If one per- 
son failed to pay he wanted to know why 
at once. Why, a man couldn't buy a resort 
in the district without getting McCann's 
permission first. 

I have asked him many times about new 
persons coming in. He would always ask 
if they were the right sort and uhderstood 
what they would have todo. If he thought

Asserts Frank Lies. 

Morris Bloom, who runs a saloon at 621 
West Madison street, denied the assertions 
made by Louis Frank that Bloom was not 
allowed to have music in his place on Sun- 
days because he did not pay $50 a month to 
McCann. 

It's all a lie,” Bloom declared. Me- 
Cann did stop my Sunday music here for 


I didn’t pay him to get to start up again. 
No, sir, our alderman, Jack Stewart, went 
to the ‘front’ for me and I was allowed to 
start up the Sunday music again. It was 
this way. McCann ordered me to cut out 
the Sunday music and I went to see him 
about it. He said that ‘Mike’ Fewer and 
other saloonkeepers were kicking because 
they were not allowed to have Sunday mu- 
sic and that I would have to quit, too. 

“I told him that I was not running a con- 
cert hall like those other places; that I was 
running the same sort of a restaurant as 
the ones downtown where there was no 
kick against the music and he had no right 
to close me up. He said I would have to 
close anyway. : 

“Then I went to Stewart and told him 
that if I couldn't run a place right I would 
quit and sell out. No one came to me and 
eaid anything about being able to square 
things by paying the inspector; I never saw 
Louis Frank about it. Stewart had some 
trouble getting things fixed up, I guess, but 
at tHe end of about six weeks he called me 
up and said: my Sunday music would not be 
bothered again.

Louis: Marks, part owner of a saloon at 
220 West Madison street, said that Louis 
Frank’s statement that Marks was a col- 
lector of resort money for Inspector McCann 
was false. me ;

Hotel Man Tells of Tribute. 


Michael Pechersky, the proprietor ot the 
West hotel at 185 West Madison street, and a 
tenant of Frank brothers, during the day af- 
firmed the assertion made by Louis Frank to 
the effect that Pechersky had to pay $50 to 
Frank before he could get a hotel license in 
May, 1908.

SLATED TO ENTER: COUNCIL. 


Move Declared Necessary to Hold the 
Old Loefiier Following. 


John A: Cooke is about to be rehabilitated 
as a real political leader of the west side, 
second in command at all times to Senator 
William Lorimer.

After evidently spending several hours in 
removing every possible identification mark 
from his clothing, an unidentified man com- 
mitted suicide in the Saratoga hotel yester- 
day. The man appeared at the hotel late 
Saturday afternoon, registered as R. Wil- 
son, city,” and was signed to 
He 12 higgage "ahd welt 15 paid for. 
Last evening after a chambermaid had tried 

several times to rouse the guest and to enter 
the room, Joseph Sappointi, house detective, 
was called and the door was forced open. 
The suicide, fully clothed, lay stretched on 
the bed and evidently had been dead sev- 
éral hours. 

The police were called and then a hunt for 
the identity of the man was made. Burns 
on the face showed that the cause of death 
was carbolle acid. A bottle of beer, half 
empty, stood on the floor beside the bed. 
On the bed was a note, reading as follows: 

“Whom it may concern: Nothing would 
please me more than to have the Masonic 
order bury me.” 


Name Tags and Marks Missing. 
A search through the clothing showed that 


from the outer clothing. The man also had 
cut the name from his hat, initials and laun- 
dry marks from his shirt, underwear, and 
handkerchief, and even a Masonic apron 
which was found folded in one pocket. The 
letter was addressed to the Masonic Blue 
lodge. 

In the pockets, besides 22 cents, were found 
two receipts for dues paid to his lodge. His 
name, the name of the signer of the re- 
ceipts, and the outline of the seals with 
which they had been stamped had been care- 
fully cut away. The dates of the receipts 
were Feb. 12, 1906, and March 4, 1908. They 
were signed with the initials R. and J., and 
a name that apparently began with an N or 
M. The rest of the name was torn away. 

In an inside coat pocket was an empty 
black seal leather bill book. The man was 
about 40 years old, six feet tall, with reddish 
brown hair, blue eyes, smooth faced, high 
forehead, part bald. He was dressed neatly 
in a dark gray suit, soft shirt in a black and 
white checked pattern, and black stiff hat. 


Police Drag Park Lagoon. 

Suicide by drowning in the Washington 
park lagoon is supposed to have been the 
fate of a young woman who first wrote a 
note expressing love for the sweetheart who, 
however, was blamed in the letter as the 
‘cause of its author’s tragic determination. 
The Hyde Park police dragged the lagoon 
for hours yesterday, but failed to recover the

The note was found Sundey morning by 
South Park Policeman Scott and reads as 
follows: 

My Sweetheart Boy: You will find my body near 
nere you find this note. You are to blame for 
this. I cannot ive. You dtive me to K. God 
forgive me. 

The note was neither signed nor addressed, 
and the police have no way to solve the mys- 
tery unless the body is recovered and identi- 
filed. On the handkerchief to which the note 
was pinhed were written in Ink, the Initials 
„PD. H. L.“ and the figures 4042. 

Beside the note and handkerchief was 
found a copy of Paul and Virginia,” The 
book bore evidence of having been often 
read. 

May Have Changed Her Mind. 

Detective Dennis Breen of the Hyde Park 
station found a park policeman who said 
that late Saturday night he saw a young 
woman dressed in white, carrying a book in 
her hand, standing near the lagoon at Fifty- 
ninth and South Park avenue.

BADMOVE,SAYS FORESTER 


Conservation, He Thinks, Can Be 
Success Only Under His 
Control. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[Special.J— 
‘Secretary of the Interior Ballinger has or- 
dered that the bureau of Indian affairs here- 
efter shall give direct attention to the pro- 

tection of the forests on Indian reservations. 
Notice has been served on Chief Forester 
Gifford Pinchot that he may cease super- 
vision of the cutting and sale of timber .on 
Indian reservations, the protection of forests 
from fires, and the employment of Indian 
labor in forests, and that hereafter the co- 
operation of the forestry bureau in these mat- 
ters will be sought only in an advisory capa- 
city. 
: Ballinger Gaining in Row. 
The order marks the most decisive step in 
the row in progress between Ballinger and 
Pinchot, in which the former appears to be 
_gteadily gaining ground. The gaining of 
ground can be taken in a literal sense, for 
there are surveys in progress which will 
strip the forestry bureau of the administra- 

tlon of many thousands of acres which lie 
within the present reserve boundaries and 
which are considered more valuable for set- 
tlement and farming than they are for for- 
ertry purposes. 

The rapping of Pinchot's knuckles to cause 
‘him to let go of lands and administrative 

powers which Ballinger considers rightfully 
belong to the interior department, appears 
to have been one of the secretary's main em- 
pPloyments of the summer. His declaration 
recently in the west that the interior depart- 
ment shall not be run by the bureaus of oth- 
er departments of the government apparently 
was made in earnest. 

As a result of the policies outlined by the 
secretary of the interior, the forestry bureau 
is giving up lands that are useless for fores- 
try, has abandoned the system of adminis- 
tering water powers within forest reserves, 
and has been called upon to make good its 

‘claim of the right to occupy lands outside 
“for administrative purposes,” 
through briefs submitted to the ‘attorney gen- 


eral. 
Thinks Move Poor Policy. 

Pinchot maintains silence verbally con- 
cerning the order just issued, but he has 
‘written a Jong letter to the secretary of agri- 
culture about it. 

While he asserts that such assistance and 
advice as the forestry service may be able 
to render the Indian bureau in protecting 
the forests will be cherfully given with the 
approval of the secretary of agriculture, it 
is evident that Pinchot considers the interior 
department is losing a valuable helper. 

He cites the failure of satisfactory results 

when the forestry bureau formerly served 
in an advisory capacity alone in the matter 
of administering the forests of Indian reser- 
vations, and intimates that it requires the 
control of those forests by his bureau to 
make their conservation a success. 

The responsibility for carrying out the 
recommendations formerly made by the for- 
estry service was laid on untrained men, who 
therefore were incompetent in forestry mat- 

tern, writes the forester. He uvserts that 
the result led up to the plan of coboperation 
proposed by Garfield and put in force in Jan- 

Says Work Must Be Stopped. 

Pinchot estimates -the total expanse of 
ec ee Indian reservations he has had 

in charge to be 12,000,000 acres, and says 
they contain timber worth $75,000,000. 

Red Lake reservation, according to the 
forester, the service last winter superviséd 
the logging of about 3,000,000 feet of fire 
killed timber, which netted the Indtans over 
$25,000. Contracts have just been closed 
for the sale of fire killed timber on sixteen | 
allotments at the Leach Lakeagency. These 
contracts provide that an officer of the for- 
erty service shall supervise the cutting. Un- 
der the decision of the secretary of the in- 
terior this provision cannot now be carried 
out. 

As other instances where it is maintained 
that certain inaugurated work cannot now 
be prosecuted, Pinchot mentions the log- 
ging rules for the sale of 20,000,000 feet of 

„wind thrown timber on the Northern Chey- 


enne reservation, and of 2,000,000 feet of } 


similar timber on Flathead reservation. 

He refers to work done by forestry officials 
in the way of providing for reforéstration, 
investigating claims, and withholding pay- 
ment for contracted work improperly done. 

Other Accomplishments of Bureau. 

Many streams which carry logs have been 
improved by the forestry service, and several 
contracts have been made for the construc- 
tion of railways and telephone lines, the 
forester writes. He also sets . at length 

ea nts of His bureau in regard 
to fire ‘protection on n reservations. 

Acting ry of the Interior Pierce said 
today that the order removing the forestry 
service from active codperation in protect- 
ing Indian reservation timber was issued as 
the result of legislation last March which re- 
quired an appropriation for this to

Expect Country to Accept It. 

What is true of structural steel is true also 
of numerous other articles. To repeat, it 
Was never intended dy the president or, in 
his view, by the Republican party, to cut 
rates to a point where imports would largely 
increase, a condition which would be de- 
structive to the protective theory. 

It is the confident expectation of the presi- 
dent, as it ise that of the conferees, that the 
new tariff will be accepted by the country 
as evidence of their faithful execution of the 
promises made during the campaign. With 
the conference report wm be submitted care- 
ful tes to show that this is the case. 

In the Judgment of the president the most 
illogical way to show the effect of the tariff 
changes is to do what Senator La Follette 
did, that is, to use the amount of importations 
under the Dingley law as a basis for compari- 
sop between the existing and the proposed 
rates. The proper and only satisfactory 
basis for comparison, according to the view 
of Mr. Taft and others, is the total volume of 
consumption under the Dingley law. 

There is no doubt, of course, that the figures 
of Senator Aldrich and Representative Payne 
will show that there has been a sybstantial 
revision downward of the tariff. Progres- 
sive senators, as insurgents of the Bey- 
eridge-Cummins-Dolliver type prefer to be 
called, intend to have figures of their own 
based upon the conference report, and some 
of them, from information they have ob- 
tained, expect to be able to demonstrate that 
they are justified in voting against the bill 
upon ita final passage.

ZACHARY TAYLOR’S DAUGHTER 
IS DEAD AT AGE OF 85 YEARS. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor Dandridge Suo- 
cumbs to Heart Disease in Virginia 
Was Noted Mistress of White House. 


Winchester, Va., July B.- Mrs. Elizabeth 
Taylor Dandridge, 88 years old, daughter of 
President Zachary Taylor and a former 
mistress of the White house, died here this 
evening after a brief iljness. 

Mrs. Dandridge was the third daughter of 
Gen. Zachary Taylor, twelfth president of the 
United States, and was born at Fort Snell- 
ing. Minn., April 20, 1824. She will be buried 
here next Tuesday. 

Mrs. Dandridge received her education in 
Philadelphia. At the age of 19 years she 
was married to Maj. William W. S. Bliss, 
who was a member of her father’s staff in 
the Mexican war, and who later became his 
private secretary. 

After her father’s inauguration, Mrs. Bliss, 
or Miss Betty,“ as she popularly was 
called, became mistress of the White house. 
It was said of her that she did the honors 
of the establishment with the artlessness of 
@ rustic belle and the grace of a duchess.”’ 
She had a wide acquaintance with public 
men of the day and was noted for her beauty 
and charm and the gplendor of her enter- 
tainments. 

After the death- of her father, sixteen 
months after his inauguration, and the death 
of her husband in 18538, she spent several 
years in retirement. She later married 
Philip P. Dandridge, a member of a promi- 
nent Virginia family, whose death occurred 
twenty-eight years ago. 

Mrs. Dandridge’s eldest sieter, Sarah Knox 
Taylor, was the first wife of Jefferson Davis, 
president of the southern confederacy. An- 
other sister was the wife of former Surgeon 
General Wood of the United States army. 
Mre. Dandridge’s only brother was Gen. 
Richard Taylor, a hero of the battle of Win- 
chester,

DEADLY DISEASE OF CATTLE 
NOW ATTACKS HUMAN BEINGS. 


“Charbon,’? Which Is Caused by Germ, 
Works Havoc in Louisiana and Gov- 
ernment Seeks to Stop Ravages. 


Lake Charles, La., July 25.—Charbon, a 
deadly disease which afflicts cattle and which 
has killed thousands of valuable animals in 
Louisiana, has attacked human beings now 
and many men are under treatment. In 
Leesburg, the county seat of Cameron par- 
ieh, eight human beings have been stricken. 
Up to date no deaths have resulted. 

Charbon has afflicted cattle for centuries, 
but seldom has visited this country. It was 
known to the ancients in Egrpt and often 
scourged the Asiatic and oriental countries. 
It is caused by a germ which enters the 
animal's skin through an abrasion. It multi- 
plies and causes an inflammation. which 
turns into a tumorous or cancerous growth, 
which terminates in blood poison. 

The United, States government, alarmed by 
the inroads the disease has made, has sent 
experts from the bureau of anima! industry 
to assist local veterinaries in fighting the 
plague. They are urging cremation of infect- 
ed animals and the vaccination of all others. 

In Cameron pariah alone one-Peurth of the 
barn animals have died.

“Yankee Enterprise” by Selfridge. 

H. G. Selfridge, formerly of Chicago, who 
was motoring in the neighborhood of Folke- 
stone, heard the news that Bleriot had 
crossed the channel. He drove to Doverand 
saw the aeroplane, which then was on view in 
a tent, and immediately wired to the Daily 
Mail offering to pay the expenses of trans- 
porting it to London so he might exhibit it for 
three days at Selfridge’s stores, making no 
charge to the public to view it, but giving 
$1,000 to any London hospital. The Daily 
Mall. for whose prize Bleriot made the flight, 
accepted the offer and selected the London 
hospital as the recipient of the $1,000. 

Baron de Forest has offered $20,000 to the 
first Englishman crossing the channel in an 
English built aeroplane, the winner to beat 
the then best existing time on record. 

Bleriot said in reply to a question that he 
had absolute control of the machine a 
out and had no fear that the motor would 
fall. The only difficulty he experienced was 
the force of the wind, which hurt his face and 
eyes badly, and the wind eddies which twisted 
his machine about while nearing the English 
coast. 

Asked if he were not fearful of serious in- 
jury from a fall either starting from France 
or landing in England, Bleriot laughed and 
replied: 

Aman who keeps a cool head never can be 
injured through a fall. If one falls he must 
not try to save both the machine and himself. 
I always throw myself upon one of the wings 
of the machine when I have a mishap. AI- 
though this breaks the wings, it causes me 
to alight in safety. There was noreal danger 
in the flight.“ 

Replying to a question as to whether it 
would have been possible to cross the channel 
in a bi-plane, Bleriot said emphatically that it 
would not, because the increased surface of 
the planes could never have withstood such 
a wind as he experienced. 

Bleriot is 87 years old and is a well known 
inventor. He is a pupil at the Central School 
of Engineering in Paris, one of the foremost 
technical training colleges in France. Al- 
though he is not dependent upon engineering 
or aviation for his livelihood, he has made 
invention and aviation his hobby for years. 
He came into prominence in 1896 as the in- 
ventor of one of the first practicable acety- 
lene gas lamps, and a short time later in- 
vented the well known Bleriot motor search- 
light. :

Made Aeroplane in 1900, 

Then he commenced making aeroplanes 
and completed his first full sized model in 
1900. For a long time this machine hung sus- 
pended from the roof of his lamp factory. 
He sold his country seat near Orleans in 
order to live near Paris and his factory. 
During the last nine years he has spent about 
510.000 in experiments with aeroplanes, and 
his airship factory in Paris was the first of 
its kind in France. He always has expressed 
the opinion that the monoplane was far more 
reliable than the bi-plane, and to demon- 


‘strate this last year he made cross-country 


flights from Toury to Athenay. 

A month ago he carried two passengers on 
a short flight at Issy. He afterwards made 
a couple of flights approaching an hour in 
duration each at Deuvai and Juvissy. He 
purposes making a sixty mile flight from 
Ereux to Orleans in the near future. 

Count de Lambert, who had come ‘from 
Calais by boat to select a landing place for 
his own attempt, congratulated his rival. 

M. Bleriot returned to Calais on the de- 
stroyer this afternoon, but will recross to- 
morrow for the official reception to be tend- 
ered by the Dover municipality. Afterward 
he will go to London, where a great demon- 
stration is being arranged in his honor. 

Bleriot left Les Baraques, three miles from 
Calais, about 4:30 a. m., on one of the small- 
est monoplanes ever used. He crossed the 
channel in a little less than half an hour, 
twice as swiftly as the fastest mail boat. 

His speed averaged more than forty-five 
miles an hour. Sometimes it approximated 
sixty miles. He kept about 250 feet above the 
sea level, and for ten minutes, while about 
mid-channel, was out of sight of both coasts 
and the French torped6 destroyer which fol- 
lowed him, with his wife and friends aboard. 


Eyewitness Tells of Landing. 

An eyewitness; of the landing. thus de- 
scribes it: 

‘Early in the morning a wireless message 
was received from Calais that Bleriot in- 
tended to make the flight. Then in quick 
succession came the.news that he had left 
land, that he was flying high and was fast 
making Dover. It was expected that he 
would land west of Dover, but from the d- 
rection taken it was soon evident that he 
would alight to the eastward. 
Only a few minutes after the wireless an- 


nouneing the. start, the laconic message, 


out of sight,’ was received at Dover. Hard- 
ty had thie been transcribed when the keen 
eyed coast guard, scanning the sea with his 
telescope; shouted that Bieriot was within 
sight. : .

Stole a March on Rivals, 

CALAIS, July 25.—Louts Bleriot, who flew 
from the shores of France in spite of his 
injured leg, stole a march on his rivals, | 
Herbert Latham and Count Lambert. The 
former, deceived by the high winds of the 
day before, thought a start would be im- 
possible Sunday morning, while Count Lam- 
bert had gone to England to pick out a like- 
ly place to land. At a conference of the 
aviators last night it was decided that the 
torpedo boats should be at the disposition 
of Latham and the destroyer at the disposal 
of Bleriot, should the men decide to start. It 
was midnight when the rivals separated, 
Latham going to Sangatte and Bieriot sleep- 
ing at Calais. 

At 8 o’clock Bleriot, who was determined 
not to allow the slightest chance for a flight 
to escape, proceeded to the shed at San- 
gatte, and his monoplane was pushed out. 
To the handful of people who had gathered 
there the spectacle of this man, hobbling on 
crutches, dreaming of a flight to England, 
had something awe-inapiring, even terrify- 
ing, in it. Bleriot was coolest of all. He 
éast aside his crutches and took his place in 
the monoplane, on whieh he already had 
hoisted a red flag to guide the rescuers in 
case he should fall. 


“If I Can't Walk, I Can Fly.” 

As he sat there smiling: and ready to give 
the signal he said: . 

“If I can't walk I will show the world I 
can fly. 

The monoplane rose easily and made two 
circles above the land. Peasants, aroused 
by the whirring of the motors, appeared at 
their doors and cheered. Shortly Bleriot de- 
scended. His motor was running perfectly 
and he had confirmed the fact that he had a 
favoring south-southwest breeze. 

The critical moment was at hand. Anzani, 
the constructor of the motor, stepped for- 
ward and set the motor in motion. bueriot 
pulled down his cap and settied himself 
calmly in his seat, waving farewell; and at 
4:36 the aeroplane rose and sped seaward.

PARIS, July 2%.—Huge satisfaction is felt 
here that an undeniable Frenchman per- 
formed the feat of crossing the English 
channel, Latham, who made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt, has English blood and much 
English manner. The Temps says: 

Phe day on which an aviator crossed the 
channel for the first time is a date in his- 
tory which will leave a trace that cannot be 
removed from the annals of science and elv- 
iization.’”’

— Orville 
Wright; the aviator, expressed great pleas- 
ure when he learned of the success of the 
Frenchman. 

„I have said all along that Bleriot would 
be the first to make the flight across the 
channel once he decided to attempt it,” said 
Mr. Wright. It was a great flight,” he 
added. 

That it was a pergonal triumph for Bleriot, 
however. rather than any indication of ad- 
vancement in the art of flying. was Wright's 
idea of the significance of the accomplish- 
ment. He spoke admiringly of Bleriot, say- 
ing he was one of the most daring of all 
aviators, Mr. Wright is familiar with the 
Bleriot monoplane, which, he said, is of the 
“Antoinette” type used by Herbert Latham, 
but antedates the latter’s form of construc- 
tion. 


CURTISS PRAISES FRENCHMAN. 

Hammondsport, N. T., July 25.—Glenn H. 
Curtiss, the aeroplanist who recently made 
successful flights at Mineola, L. I., today 
expressed admiration for the feat of Bleriot. 

“Tt was splendid,” said Mr. Curtiss. 
“There is no more courageous aeroplanist 
than M. Bleriot, who has time and again put 
his lite in jeopardy to accomplish as a scien- 
tific fact the propulsion of a flying machine. 

“He has demonstrated beyond a doubt 
that he has built a monoplane that is service- 
able and trustworthy.”

GARDENERS IN PROTEST. 


Unorganized West Parks Em- 
ployes Obtain Aid in Fight 
Against Wage Cut. 


Butcher workmen, coopers, electricians, 
and other organised trades in the stock- 
yards threaten to call a sympathetic strike 
in aid of the striking steamfitters and help- 
ers unless the demands of the strikers are 
granted. At a meeting of the Packing Trades 
council, held yesterday afternoon, financial 
and moral, support of that organization was 
extended to the strikers. 

Phillip Moran, business agent of the Pack- 
ing House Steamfitters’ and Helpers’ union 
announced that the officers of all organized 
trades in the stockyurds have aseured the 
strikers that a sympathetic strike will be 
called. unless Morris & Co., Armour & Co., 
and Swift & Co. agree to a settlement of the 
wage dispute with the steamfitters. 

One hundred and seventy-five steamfitters 
and helpers are out on strike. They demand 
a raise in wages from 35 cents to 50 cents an 
hour. The walkout was ordered because, the 
strikers assert, officials of the packing com- 
panies failed to abide by a verbal agreement 
to pay 50 cents an hour.

Limit of Athe‘em: 

“Prof. Votaw asks that thie great book be 
taken out of the Sunday schools. What do 
you think of that? len’t it the limit of athe- 
ism? It is the outcome of narrowness, un- 
belief, bigotry, and ignorance of a man who 
doesn't know the bible. 

“Tf we take the bible out of the Sunday 
gchool, whet shall we have in its place? Prof. 
Votaw'es teachings, perhaps, or one of Ris 
pooks? Why, if you take out the bible, you 
may as well abolish the Sunday school al- 
together 

“The universities, if not careful, will be- 
come the curses of the country. In this 
city the university will do infinitely more 
harm than good uniess its professors change 
their tactics. What has done so much good 
for the world as that book inetlted and de- 
famed by a professor of the University of 
Chicago! Wouldn’t it be better for him to 
find the best things in it than the things that 
trouble? There would net have been any 
University of Chicago without a bible.” 


Chicago Real Heavenly City.

Fitty mae of Kenosha Lodge Spend 
Day in Search and Clews Convince 
Them Lawyer Is Alive. 


Convinced that Joseph R. Clarkson, the 
Kenosha, Wis., attorney who has been mis- 
sing two weeks, is in hiding in the woods of 
the north shore, the most strenuous search 
of the two weeks was organized yesterday. 
Fifty members of the Kenosha lodge of the 
Knights of Pythias, of which Mr. Clarkson is 
a member, started out early in the morning 
and spent the entire day in the woods about 
Glencoe and Winnetka, seeking traces of the 
missing man. Foot sore and weary, they 
returned to Kenosha late at night. 

They did not discover the missing man, but 
found clews which indicate that he is some- 
where in that neighborhood. Every man 
who took part in the hunt is convinced that 
he is still alive, as a result of obtaining in- 
formation that Mr. Clarkson or a man who

Saturday night, just before dusk, a man 
boarded a car south of Glencoe, and the con- 
ductor, Edward Baker of Highwood, declared 
to the searchers that he was certain that the 
man was Mr. Clarkson.

Hand Department Gees Death 


N Warrant of Scores of Babies. 


SANE. FOURTH A SUCCESS. 


City and Poliee Congratulated on Sav- 
ing of Life. 


A warning against the enactment of a more 
lax milk ordinance was contained in the 
bulletin of the city health department issued 
yesterday. The bulletin also reported an 
increase over the preceding week of thirty- 
nine deaths of children under 2 years of age, 
due largely to gastro-intestinal disorders. 

Regarding milk ordinances the bulletin 
said: 

“We will have another {llustration of the 
folly of allowing the self-interested and ama- 
ters in the matters of preventive medicine to 
dictate what the health laws must be, if the 
present wise measures inaugurated by the 
commissioner of health to secure a pure milk 
supply for Chicago are interfered with. The 
penalty we will pay for this impending folly, 
if successful, will be numerous unnecessary 
deaths among helpless babies. The proposed 
change in the milk ordinance has attached to 
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it the death warrant of scores of babies. 
Who will put his name to it?“ 


Sane Fourth a Life Saver... 

Chicago was congratulated on its sane 
Fourth celebration, in the bulletin as follows: 

“Three weeks have now elapsed and we 
can safely conclude as to the effects of this 
variety of observance. 

“There has been but one death from te- 
tanus during the last three weeks and that 
was not due to a Fourth accident. Last 
year in the same time there were four. 
This saving is due to three factors: 

"The use of safer explosives. 

The lessened use of explosives. 

The freer use of tetanus antitoxin ag a pre- 

tive measure. 


Deaths Caused Indirectly. 


We have not been able to trace a single 
death directly to explosives used on this 
occasion. The two Chicago deaths carried 
in the Chicago papers are but remotely con- 
nected with explosives. One was due to 
a runaway, in which the horse had been 
frightened by a cracker. The other was 
caused by an engine running to a fire caused 
by an explosive. 

“The police should be thanked, the people 
congratulated.”

. LAKE POLLUTION. 

The assistant government engineer says 
that sewage emptying into the lake near 
the intakes is probably many times more re- 
sponsible than any dredged materials for 
the pollution of the water supply. The 
materials are that part of the sewage dis- 
charged into the river and its branches by 
the sewers, which is not carried off down 
the drainage channel, but sinks to the bot- 
tom and is dredged out at the expense of 
the national government and dumped in 
the lake near céMain intakes. More sew- 
age would be carried down the drainage 
channel if a more rapid current were al- 
lowed, but that would interfere with navi- 
gation. 

There is no denying that the sewage 
emptied into the lake through the Calumet 
river is a great menace to public health, 
but the fact that that unchecked discharge 
is responsible for a number of typhoid 
fever cases is no excuse for a practice 
which increases more or less the number 
or such cases. It is no mitigation of the 
offense that a little money is thereby saved 
to the government. Economy which ad- 
mittedly imperils human life cannot be de- 
fended. 

The city government cannot allow this 
matter to rest where it is. A manifest 
source of disease must be got rid of. It 
would be better to have the dredging cease, 
though an aid to navigation, until some 
arrangement can be made by the city 
and the war department, than to allow 
things to go on as they are. If no arrange- 
ment can be made, why should not the 
dredging contractors be enjoined from com- 
mitting a dangerous nuisance? 


_ THE SPECIAL * SESSION. 

That extravagant hope of primary law 
opponents, bolstered up in some mysteri- 
ous fashion until it became a conviction, 
that there would: be no epeglal session of 
mary enactment, has been disturbed rude- 
ly by the announcement from Gov. De- 
neen that November will find the legis- 
lators back at work. 

The legislative leaders who oppose such 
legislation did mot have even the sup- 
port of Senator.Lorimer. He is hope- 
lessly antagonistic to the d system, 
but is wise enough to see that à primary 
act which puts the nomination of can- 
didates under some sort of state regula- 
tion is an immediate necessity. He and 
the governor differ radically as to the 
kind of regulation, but not as to the need 
for a special session. There was enough 
disorder in the primary campaigns of 
1908-1904 to make the passage of a pri- 
mary act in the legislature of 1905 in- 
evitabie. 

Unless a special session were called for 
this year the nominations to be made be- 
tween now and 1911 would be made in 
the manner best suited to the wishes of 
the controlling political powers. The 
state had its fill of that five years age. 


WATER TRANSPORTATION. 

St. Louis shippers say they are ready 
to furnish 700,000 tons of freight a year 
to be carried by water from that city to 
New York if a company were organized 
tor the purpose. The St. Louis Lumber- 
man does not see why one should not be. 
There is the Mississippi, with plenty of 
water in it. As there would be a saving 
of $5 on every ton of freight carried by 
the water route there would be a certain- 
ty of sufficient business to make the line 
a profitable one. 

The Lumberman epecifies certain pre- 
liminery conditions which will have to be 
complied with. A considerable amount of 
capital would have to be invested. New 
boats and barges of the modern type 
would have to be constructed. The pres- 
ent day Mississippi steamer is forty years 
behind the times and will not do. There 
would have to be modern freight hand- 
ling equipment so that the costly services 
of an army*of deck hands, idle most of 
the time, could be dispensed with. It the 
facilities for handling freight on the great 
lakes were no better than those on the 
Mississippi the volume of lake freight 


would be materially diminished. 


The question is whether there are in 
the Mississippi valley men who have the 
capital, courage, and knowledge required 
for the profitable utilization of the water- 
ways as they now are. Probably the men 
now engaged in river transportation are 
not suited for the work. They have not 
the capital and they are not open to new 
ideas. They cling to the eld fashioned 
ways which will have to be given up to 
insure success. New men are needed, new 
“captains of industry” wnao will be able 
to convince capitalists that there is money

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THE IMPRACTICABLE BOYCOTT. 
Tuat Mr. Paul Morton of the Equitable 
Lite Assurance society thinks strongly on 
the subject of French commercial opposi- 
tigy to this country was plainly indicated 
by his remarks on his return from Europe. 
Mr. Morton came back thirsting for repri- 
sals and ardent for retaliation, suggesting 
that the people of the United States boy- 
cott French goods and withdraw their pat- 
ronage from French towns. 

The reluctance of the French to list 
American securities for trading purposes 
on exchanges is the cause of Mr. Morton’s 
Francophobie state of mind—and to all 
appearances a reasonable cause—but his 
program of reprisals is more interesting 
than practical. The Chinese merchants’ 
guilds in the treaty ports were able to re 
taliate for injustice on the part of Jap- 
anese by reason of their organization. The 
importers of America, if they organized 
for the purpose, could bring French mer- 
chantg to an acute realization of the im- 
portance of amicable commercial relations, 
but an appeal to the individual American 
tourist and the individual American patron 
of French shops is too sentimental for 


| practical purposes. 


If Americans would turn aside from 
France there could be no doubt as to the 
results. If the listing of American securi- 
ties would bring them back, American se- 
curities would be listed quickly enough, 
but they will not turn aside, and the value 
of French trading in American stocks to 
the industrial welfare of this country can- 
not be made a living issue for the citizens 
who purpose to have Parisian finery or to 
enjoy a French tour. French capital would 
be welcomed in the United States, where 
millions of English and German money 


‘are invested, but it is to be feared that 


Mr. Morton will not deflect it from its 
favored fields in Russia and elsewhere by 


the threat of an American boycott. 


Tariff or treaty reprisals could be made 
effective. The sentimental retaliation is a 
dream. : 


SAVING MILLIONS. 

Uncle Sam has coal lands for sale. But 
they are no longer to be bought on the 
old plan. At least some of the profit 
from their exploitation is to reach the 
United States treasury instead of all of 
it going to enrich shrewd speculators who 
discover rich coal veins underlying gov- 
ernment land, but keep quiet about it 
until they buy for a song. 

The department of the interior an- 
nounces that certain unappropriated 
areas in the Evanston land district in 


Wyoming have been classified. as coal 


lands. In some cases the price per acre 


has been made $500. That represents 


a marked advance over the $10 and $29 
acre price paid by buyers under former 
arrangements. A township sold under 


previous rates brought $459,000, approxi- 


qately, at the maximum price. The same 
township, under the new rating, is worth 
more than $8,000,000. 

During the month of June coal lands 
were classified and restored to entry 
which had previously been withdrawn. 
Under the old ratings they were worth 
$7,650,000. Under the new they are 
listed at $18,500,000. Such figures indi- 
cate the positive results of the inquiry 
which the government has been making 
‘In connection with its western lands. The 
amounts are relatively small when the 
“billion dollar sessions” of congress are 
considered. But they are large enough to 
show the value of the investigations 
which have been made. 

The principle involved is more im- 
portant than the money savings. It is a 
practical application of the idea of con- 
servation of natural and national re- 
sources. It is an indorsement of the 
views of ex-President Roosevelt, as he 
expressed them again and again. There 
in every reason why the government 
should get a fair return from the sale of 
its valuable pessessiona. If this principle 
had been put into practice many years 
ago many a fraud upon the nation would 
have been prevented.

In fact; there is not a sin4 
gle officer of any standing in the German 
navy who has. not served under Von Koster 
and benefited by his experience, from. Prince 
Henry downwards. Today he no longer ex- 
ercises any actual command, but is the em- 
peror’s principal adviser in naval matters, 
and is likewise president of that Imperial 
Navy league which, by organizing and fos-- 
tering popular movements all over the coun- 
try in favor of a great navy, has promoted 
the latter's creation. | | 

Emperor William, who holds him in partic- 
ularly high favor and regard, has lavished ali 
s of honors upon him, and Hine years ago 
ennobled him. He also has g@mferred upon 
him the Order of the Black % „Which is 
the Prussian equivalent to the English Order 
of the Garter, presenting to him, by way of 
additional distinction, all the insignia set in 
brilllants, representing a considerable sum. 

In spite of these honors the admiral re- 
mains a simple mannered, frank spoken,

The representative of the English govern- 
ment at the Hudson-Fulton celebration will 
be Rear Admiral Frederick Tower Hamil- 
ton, a member of the family of which Lord 
Belhaven is the chief and in the immediate 
line of succession to the latter’s historic 
peerage. He only recently hae attained flag 
rank; is one of the youngest of rear ad- 
mirals in the English navy, and is not only 
a friend but also a near neighbor of the 
king and queen, owning a beautiful country 
seat in the immediate vicinity of their home 
at Sandringham. 

He is married to the daughter of old Sir 
Harry Keppel, who died, when considerably 
over 90, a few years ago, and who was sucha 
particular favorite of Queen Alexandra, who 
often caused herself to be photographed with 
the little admiral—for his stature was dimin- 
utive—at her side. 

American trade, like the commerce of every 
other civilized nation, retains a kindly and 
grateful memory of the name of old Sir 
Harry. For it was he who, in command of a 
naval expedition fitted out at the expense of 
the late Baroness Burdett-Coutts, wiped out 
of existence that piracy which until fifty 
years ago infested the Straits, of Malacca 
and all the eastern portion of the Indfan 
ocean and the Southern China seas. : 

Admiral Hamilton has been selected to 
represent the British government because 
he happens to be in command of. the fifth 
British cruiser squadron, which is to take 
part in the naval features of the celebration.

In view of the criticisms which have been 
leveled at the English government in con- 
nection with its recent bestowal of an an- 
nuity of $125 a year upon each of the four 
granddaughters of the popular novelist, 
Charles Dickens, in recognition of his lit- 
erary eminence, the circumstances under 
which this pension wag granted should be 
explained. In the first place, the four grand- 
daughters are living together, and the addi- 
tion of 6500 a year to their annual income wiIII 
place them in possession of many additional 
comforts which until now they have not en- 
joyed. Then, too, it must be remembered 
that the English government, by statute, 
cannot grant pensions of this kind exceed- 
ing a total of $6,000 in any one year, and it is 
accordingly compelled to divide that amount 
up in such a manner as to relieve the largest 
number possible of people in need thereof. 

Thus among the fellow beneficiaries of the 
granddaughters of Charles Dickens is the 
widow of the late Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, who has been allotted a pension of 
$500 a year owing to the fact that the death 
of her husband left her entirely destitute. 
Sir Henry had spent half a century of his life 
in the service of the state, holding various 
high offices, such as high commissioner in 
Egypt, special envoy to Turkey, minister 
plenipotentiary at Teheran, and ambassador 
at Madrid. True, he received handsome pay 
for these services. But with those holding 
high office under the English government it 
is a matter of honor to spend in maintaining 
the dignity of their office every penny of the 
money which they receive for salary and 
allowances. 

Many, indeed, are not satisfied with this 
and draw upon their private income. Sir 
Henry had no means beside his salary, and 
any money which he may have made by the 
publication of his Reminiscences must 
have gone in extricating both his son and 
his daughter from the unpleasant scrapes 
and difficulties in which they were perpet- 
ually becoming involved. When Sir Henry 
was ambassador at Madrid he disposed of an: 
income of between $40,000 and $50,000 a year. 
Today his widow has little beyond the civil 
service pension of $500 a year, just granted 
on which to live.

In course of time 
the drug shop blossomed forth into an im- 
mense factory, in which, however, the San- 
gh ages — no interest. :

The present Lord San- 
dys has no children, and the next heir to 
his peerage is Edmund Sandys, who used to 
be known by the eloquent name of Barth- 
quake” Sandys, and who married at Long 
Branch, N. J. Mis Ida Jones, daughter of 
Maxwell Jones, an American citizen who, I 
believe, “ made his pile in Rio Janeiro. : 

“ Earthquake’’ Sandys returned after his 
marriage to England and endeavored to earn 
an honest living as a wine merchant, with 
offices and sample rooms in Jermyn street, in 
London.

Now the passenger traffic is 
increasing at a fair per cent. 

Earnings of the United States Steel cor- 
poration may be taken as indicative of the 
industrial situation. Reports of the cor- 
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poration show a constantly increasing de- 
mand and enlargement of operations. The 
pig iron industry has developed strength and 
activity. Miscellaneous industrial compa- 
pies generally report a larger volume of 
business, so that confidence in the outlook 
for the coming twelve months may be consid- 
ered well founded if there be no widespread 
disappointment over final tariff legislation, 
for the effect of new tariff schedules on the 
public mind cannot be dissociated from sta- 
bility in business. Given a satisfactory tariff 
law, one which will excite no opposition to 
the present party in power, and there may be 
expected to follow an increasing resumption 
of activity and the full measure of good 
times de realized. 


Securities in Good Demand. 

In the securities market prices have ruled 
firm. In the rising level of quotations notice 
must be taken of the English view to the 
effect that foreign investors have had much 
to do with the rise in securities prices which 
began one year ago. The surplus wealth of 
the west and the northwest has not been in- 
vested In stocks and bonds to an extent war- 
fanting the present high level of prices. The 
east alone could not absorb all the securities 
which have been taken out of the market. 
English opinion is that confidence estab- 
lished in American securities by the manner 
in which they weathered the panic of 1907-08 
resulted in large investments in American 
bonds and stocks. It is true that dividends 
were reduced, but such reductions were 
made not because cf previous overpayments 
or treasury looting in the interest of large 
dividends for market purposes. The lessened 
' @istribution to shareholders followed oon- 
traction in busfness and were dictated by 
careful management. Now that business is 
again on the upturn, dividends are being 
again resumed and the foreign investor is 
given reason for confidence in the manage- 
ment of American corporations. This has 
mot always been the case. 


Money Markets. 

The money markets at home and abroad 
continue to hold unusually steady. So far 
as domestic rates are concerned the gain in 
business has not materially increased the 
cost of money. The New York bank state- 
ment shows a surplus reserve on all depos- 
its as against two years ago. The excess is 
not so large as for the corresponding period 
in 1908, but this only shows the increased 
demand for accommodation by business in- 
terests. The bank statement in detail fol-
